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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School Dis- 
trict of Lyme: 


An annual accounting of the workings of the 
schools, including all financial transactions, is re- 
quired by state law. That requirement makes it 
necessary for this report to continue the extended 
series of such documents. It is the eleventh by the 
present superintendent, the twentieth since the pass- 
age of the newer state educational code. 


Purpose 
This report has attempted to show in greater de- 
tail than some, how the school dollar is spent. It will 
review some of the achievements of the past years. 
It will direct your attention to some of the ways in 
which future developments may take place in your 
school system. 


A Resume 


It is sometimes of advantage to note what progress 
has been made over a period of years. To that end, 
your attention is called to certain physical changes 
which have taken place in the schools of the town. 
All of these changes are in keeping with the best 
practices in school accommodations. It is of interest 
to recall that the old outside toilets at the Plain 
School have been eliminated and flush toilets and 
lavatories installed. This was made possible by the 
provision for water at this building. The artesian 
well continues to serve the school with reasonable 
success, even though the number of pupils has great- 
ly increased. Electric lights have been provided and 
improvements have been made to the heating plant. 

A water supply has been secured for the Lyme 
Center School. The outside toilets have been super- 
seded by flush toilets and lavatories inside the build- 
ing. The purchase of the Palmer Estate has assured 
the District of a constant control of the water supply, 
which will provide almost indefinitely for the needs 
of the pupils. It was also possible to plan better 
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heating arrangements at this school. A cellar was 
dug under a portion of the building, and an entire 
new heating plant has obviated the difficulties which 
formerly made the closing of the school almost a 
necessity in sub-zero weather. The eye strain caused 
by insufficient lighting on dark days has been cor- 
rected by the electric lights made possible in the gen- 
eral improvements. Sanitary drinking fountains 
have been added to the equipment in both of these 
buildings. 

The one-room buildings have all been equipped 
with circulating heaters. The toilet facilities have 
been re-arranged so that they are now accessible 
only through the school buildings. The window 
space at the Chesley School has been greatly in- 
creased. Storm windows were secured for the first 
floor of the Plain School. New shades, drawn from the 
middle of the sash, have been furnished for all of 
the school buildings. 

Modern school desks have replaced the old double 
desk type of seating arrangements in several of the 
school rooms. Up-to-date maps have been purchased 
for all the schools, although it is difficult in the pres- 
ent European situation to make sure that the Europ- 
ean maps are always accurate. The library room at 
the Plain School has been fitted up for school-room 
purposes. A definite start has been made in the im- 
provement of the school yards. Teachers and pupils, 
alike, have had a part in this latter improvement. 
The playgrounds have been more adequately util- 
ized, and the Palmer Estate Purchase has given a 
more ample area within which the pupils at the Cen- 
ter School can enjoy themselves at recess and during 
the noon period without the hazard of automobile 
traffic. 

The health of the pupils has been one of the ma- 
jor objectives of both the teaching service and the 
medical service. A school nurse has been made avail- 
able for regular inspection and follow-up of suspic- 
ious cases of illness in all of the schools. Dental 
clinics have been conducted through the aid of the 
State Department of Public Health. Many correc- 
tive operations have been performed through the 
combined agencies of the Red Cross, the Hanover 
clinics, and the Mary Hitchcock Hospital. Such

other measures have been taken as would tend to 
safeguard the physical’ well-being of the pupils. 
Supervision of school lunches and assistance in pro- 
viding hot lunches has been assumed as an obliga- 
tion of the teachers. 

The Material improvements enumerated above 
would be of little value were they not supported by 
an adequate educational program. The pupils have 
reacted favorably toward the improved environment. 
The lengthening of the Normal School courses for 
teachers has made available for the schools a higher 
quality of teaching service. The new program of 
studies of the State, which was designed to meet the 
changing conditions, has been put into operation. 
This has served as a guide to the teachers in their 
work. The teachers have given much time to school 
yard supervision. Safety education has been intro- 
duced and made a part of the regular school pro- 
gram. Pupil activity has been increased so that the 
pupils themselves are doing more actual work than 
was formerly the practice. 

Definite gains have been made in teaching the 
common school branches, the so-called ‘‘Three R’s’’. 
Wherever possible, a teacher equipped for a certain 
type of work has been given that responsibility for 
more than one school. This means that the better 
teachers of music have carried on that work, not only 
in their own rooms but in other rooms in which the 
teachers have had less technical training in this field. 

There has been an increasing tendency for the 
pupils to continue their education beyond the Lyme 
schools into neighboring high schools. The value of 
the work in the Lyme schools is measured, to a lim- 
ited extent, by the success of these pupils in the high 
schools they attend. It has been found that most of 
the boys and girls graduating from the Lyme schools 
take their place on an equal footing with those pupils 
graduating from similar school situations in this area. 
Some of them actually excel in scholarship. 

These accomplishments would seem to justify the 
improvements previously mentioned. It should not 
be forgotten that all of these changes have taken 
place without asking the District to obligate itself 
financially beyond the current budget. The yearly 
appropriation for the operation of the schools has 
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not been increased materially over a period of years. 
Some years it is a little higher than others, but gen- 
erally it can be said that no unusual increases have 
been asked. 


School Costs 


A review of the school budgets over a period of 
years brings out the following information: 

The present allotment for teachers’ salaries is 
$700 less than was the request of ten years ago. 
There has been a small increase in the amount re- 
quested for textbooks and supplies, due to the fact 
that there is a constant wear and tear upon the books 
which necessitates replacement, and the increasing 
number of pupils causes an increased need for sup- 
plies. The cost for transportation is only a little 
higher than formerly, but this is due mainly to the 
fact that two schools have been closed during this 
period. The only other item in the budget that has 
shown any marked tendency to increase has been 
that of high school tuition. This is due to the in- 
creased number of pupils attending high school. 
This amount has been as high as $4500 in one year. 
The request for this year is lower, but bids fair to be 
higher as the number of pupils in the schools in- 
creases. It would almost appear that, with the Fed- 
eral Law increasing the age at which young people 
can be employed—with its accompanying results of 
a longer time to be spent in school, in State Aided 
towns a part of the burden for high school tuition 
might well be borne by the State. It is understood 
that this can be brought about only by additional 
legislation. The superintendent’s excess salary has 
been decreased something like $300, for the reason 
that the superintendent has been obliged to distri- 
bute his time over a larger area and cannot give as 
much time to the Lyme schools as was formerly the 
case, and to the added fact that the additional towns 
have assumed a part of the obligation formerly 
borne by Lyme. 


Budget 


It is again possible to state that the budget request 
for the year 1939-1940 is $700 less than the request 
for the year 1938-1939. Should it happen that the 
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state allotment for State Aid be larger than the esti- 
mate, it may be possible to reduce this request even 
further, but it cannot be done safely at this time. 
There are very few major changes in the amounts 
requested in the budget. A reduction of $500 has 
been made in the request for high school tuition. 
There are, at the present time, a lesser number of 
pupils in attendance in high school than has been the 
case for the last three or four years. But, as stated 
previously, this situation will not long continue. 

It has ever been the aim of your superintendent 
and School Board to ask for only such an amount as 
was needed to operate effective schools at a reason- 
able outlay. 


Repairs 

No major repairs are contemplated this year. 
Some painting will be needed. The usual small re- 
pairs required each year to keep the buildings in 
wholesome and livable condition will be made. It 
cannot be overlooked that the longer buildings and 
equipment are in use the greater will be the burden 
for replacement. The policy of adequate yearly at- 
tention to minor defects tends, in the long run, to 
lessen the cost of up-keep. 


Hurricane 


Lyme was again fortunate that little serious dam- 
age was done to the school property by the Septem- 
ber hurricane. The sturdy maple trees at the Center 
School were the most seriously injured. Slight dam- 
age was done to the cupola of that building, but it 
can be repaired at little cost. Some thought should 
be given in the not-too-distant future as to whether 
or not several of these trees have outlived their use- 
fulness and should be removed and perhaps replaced 
by young vigorous trees. 


Music 


A few years ago Lyme made a special appropria- 
tion for systematic instruction in music, under an em- 
ployed director. The consensus of opinion at that 
time seemed to be that the gain in facility and enjoy- 
ment, and the gain in participation in public affairs 
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in the churches and elsewhere, more than compen- 
sated for the expense involved. The depression 
caused us all to hesitate to support other activities 
than those usually regarded as necessities. It may be 
too soon to advocate special music instruction. Be 
that as it may, it should not be overlooked that our 
boys and girls may find many a dark spot in life 
which may be lightened a little more by music than 
by a perfect score in a written test. Careful thought 
may lead us to change some of our attitudes toward 
this and other similar school activities. 


Playgrounds 


It is sometimes carelessly stated that boys and girls 
in rural and semi-rural communities have so much 
opportunity for out-of-door life that there is little 
need for the schools to concern themselves with the 
physical, social and moral development of their lives. 
Several studies and comparisons have been made be- 
tween groups from cities and rural areas which point 
very definitely to the fact that the rural child has not 
learned how to profit by his environment. The 4-H 
Clubs, the Boy Scouts, the Girl Scouts, and similar 
organizations are attempting to overcome some of 
these deficiencies. Your School Board has acted 
wisely in helping you to see the need for better play 
spaces within which some of the lessons of self-con- 
trol and cooperative endeavor may be learned. The 
teachers have encouraged more active participation 
on the part of all pupils in the simpler games. It 
would seem but a next step to regrade some of the 
school grounds and to provide simple pieces of appa- 
ratus which could be enjoyed by all. Swings, teeters, 
slides are not costly but they do help boys and girls 
to have a lot of wholesome fun. 


Cooperation 


No one appreciates better than the writer that the 
progress indicated by the accomplishments enumer- 
ated in a preceding paragraph would have been im- 
possible without the full cooperation, interest, and 
helpfulness of the parents and citizens of Lyme. A 
further evidence of such cooperation is the fact that 
the citizens have supported and give of their services 
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and money and provisions for the purpose of provid- 
ing hot lunches for the children in the Lyme Plain 
School. I want to pay a special compliment to the 
splendid work which was done this last Fall on Do- 
nation Day for this purpose. All of the teachers of 
the schools unite with me in expressing to everyone 
who helps to make the school life happier and of 
more benefit to the young people our sincere appre- 
ciation. It cannot be too often repeated that such 
interest and spirit of assistance places upon those 
who have your schools in charge an obligation which 
they will not soon forget.
